Nashville, Tenn., November §.— 
Summed up, the result of today’s elec- 
tion appears to be B. W. Heoper, re- 
publican and fusionist, governor, by 
15,000 to 18,000 majority; B. A. Enloe, 
democrat and fusionist, bg a hike ma- 
jority, and a possible small fusion ma- 
jority in the legislature. Both sides 
claim the senate, but where the fusion- 
ists have lost in some districts, they 
have gained in others. The same ap- 
plies to the democrats, so from present 
indications there is little change in 
the complexion of the legislature. 

Most of the middle and west Ten- 
nessee democratic counties, nearly all 
of which went for the independent ju- 
diciary ticket in August last, returned 
to the regular column today, but by 
such small majorities that théy were 
foverwhelmed by the heavy republican 
vote in East Tennessee counties. 
Barring Knox, the counties in which 
are located theslarger cities, all went 
heavily democratic. 

In the congressional races, R. V. 
Austin, republican, appears to have de- 
feated N. W. Hale, independent repub- 
lican. Sells, republican, defeated Cy 
H. Lyle, in the first. Z. D. Massey, 
republican, was elected to fill out the 
unexpired term of W. P. Brownlow.

Democrat Js Again Sus- 
tained by His State. 


Cleveland, Ohio, November &.—Dila- 
tory returns tonight indicated that 
Governor Judson Hamon, democrat, has 
made a clean sweep of the state, de+ 
feating Warren G. Harding, republican, 
and that his plurality will approxi- 
mate 50,000 votes. With him he has 
carried at least two and possibly more 
democratic congressional candidates in 
districts that have hevstofore elected 
republicans.

Scattering returns show 4a heavy 
democratic gain in the legislature, and 
without definite . figures, democratic 
leaders are claiming @ majority of 
their party in the next legislature, 
which will elect a successor to Charles 
Dick, the republican senior senator. 
In Cuyahoga county, which includes 
Cleveland, Harmon has increased his 
plurality of two years ago to 12,000 
votes, acccording to careful estimates. 
In Hamilton county, which includes 
Cincinnati, Harmon’s 1908 plurality of 
18,936 will be considerably reduced, 
but reports say that he will retain a 
margin of 10,000 votes over Harding. 
The country distritcs, counted upon 
by the republicans to offset the ex- 
pected Harmon vote in Cleveland, To- 
ledo and Cincinnati, increased Har- 
mon’s plurality in democratic counties, 
and in many cases turned republican 
pluralities into democratic pluralities. 


Cengresamen Beaten, 


Albert Douglas, republican congfess- 
man from the eleventh district, and 
James Joyce, republican congressman 
from the fifteenth, were defeated. Late 
returns from Cleveland precincts 
suvweda Congressman James H. Cas- 
sidy, republican, losing heavily in the 
twenty-first district, and apparently 
defeated by R. J. Bulkeley, democrat.

BIG STATES. TAKE PLACE

Democratic Governors Are 
Chosen by Ohio, New York, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, 
Connecticut and Probably 
lowa+Great Legislative Gains 
Are Made by Democrats. 


Elections held throughout the coun- 
try yesterday resulted in a political 
convulsion of far-reaching extent, 
Similar at many points to the famous 
tidal wave of 1882 and apparently 
more widespread in its effect. 

The indications at 10 o’clock were 
that the nationa] house of representa- 
tives had been carried by the demo- 
crats, reversing the present republican 
majority of 43. 

The United States senate wil} prob- 
ably have a reduced republican ma- 
jority as a result of legislative elet- 
tions held in many states.

In New York state John A. Dix, 
democratic candidate for governor, ig 
elected over Henry IL Stimson, re- 
publican, by a Plurality of about 
55,000, reversing thea republican plu- 
rality of 70,000 in 1908 for Governor 
Hughes.

Sereno E. Payne, father of the tariff 
bill, was re-electe, buthis home town, 
Auburn, went for Dix; and Vice Presi- 
dent Sherman's candidate for congress 
was defeated by a democrat. Repre- 
sentative Hamilton Fish, republican, 
gave ground to Richard E. Connell, a 
democrat. 

The Colonel’s Home for Dix. 

Not only did Colonel Roosevelt lose 
in the state ticket, and his candidate 
for congress in Nassau county, but his 
home town went for Dix, and the dem- 
ocrats jubilantly shouted that they had 
“beat him to a frazzile.” 

In NewYork city the democrats, 
with one or two exceptions, held all 
their own in assembly and senate dis- 
tricts, and then carried the war into 
the enemy’s territory. Senator George 
B. Agnew, joint sponsor for the Hughes

Oglethorpe, Ga., November 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The mob which strung#® up Will 
tarnes to a telephone pole near Flint 
river late last night came on to this 
place a few hours later, stormed the 
jail, removed John Walker, a negro 
who was jointly accused of the murder 
of Policeman Charlie Bush, of Monte- 
zuma, and lynched him to the same 
pole on which the lifeless form of 
Barnes dangled. 

The coroner’s inquest this morning 
rendered a verdict that the negroes 
had come to their death by pistol 
shots at the hands of unknown par- 
ties. 

Marshal Bush was killed about 4 
o’clock in the morning five weeks ago 
last Sunday. He had gone to the 
house to arrest the negroes, who had 
been gambling and had beéome in- 
volved in a free fight over the win- 
nings.

WARMLY INDORSED 


Atlantans Pledge Aid to 
Gate City Guard. 


At Booster Dinner of Chamber! 


of Commerce Speech of Capt. 
Burke, Telling of Arrange- 
ments for Unveiling of Monu- 
ment, Heartily Cheered. 


Greeting with storms of applause the 
speech of Colonel J. F. Burke, in which 
he told of the intention of scores of 
the oldest and best-known military or- 
ganizations in the country to come to 
Atlanta next fall, enthusiastically in- 
dorsing every move the colonel has 
made in his efforts to have these or- 
ganizations present at the unveiling of 
the monument which the Gate City 
Guards are to erect at Piedmont park, 
and unanimously adopting a resolution 
promising the visitors a reception and 
a welcome of the kind that has made 
southern hospitality famous the world 
over, 600 of Atlanta’s most prominent 
business men gathered at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce dinner at Taft hall 
last night and pledged themselves to 
do everything in their power, individ- 
ually and as a body, to make the un- 
veiling of the Gate City Guards monu- 
ment the most noteworthy event of its 
kind the south ever witnessed. 

Dinner a Record One. 

Colonel Burke's talk was the first of 
many made at the dinner, which proved 
to be easily the largest in point of 
attendance, as well as the most repre- 
sentative of the city, Atlanta ever saw. 
There were present the men who have 
“done things” for Atlanta—the men 
who have made the city what she is 
today, and men who are planning even 
greater things for the future. 

And, as Colonel Burke tatked these 
men sat, all attention, save for ‘an oc- 
casional burst of applausé, and at the 


- finish, unanimously indorsed not only 


Colonel Burke's plan, but his work as 
being worthy of the great things which 
are bound to come therefrom. 

In telling of the beginning of the 
movement which is to culminate in 
the erection of a handsome monument 
here to the men who fought around the 
city during the 60's, as well as to the 
old Gate City Guards, Colonel Burke 
said that, in the gloom of the recon- 
struction period, when Atlanta pre- 
sented a sad picture of devastation, 
and the people of the south were suf- 
fering from legislation more humiliat- 
ing than the defeat which had 
bought at the price of so much blood, 
when legislatures were disbanded, 
business bankrupted. and society disor- 
gsanized-—then it was that he suggest- 
ed to the members of the old Gate City 
Guards that the company make a trip 
through the north. 


To Heal the Wounds. 

As this organization was the first to 
depart from Atlanta to join the Con- 
federate forces to uphold the sover- 
eignty of the states,

Many friends of the 
company objected to the trip, urging 
that the old scars of the war were yet 
sore, that the time was not sufficient- 
ly remote from the late struggle, that 
political and sectional feeling was too 
intense, predicting that the sincerity 
of the company’s motives would be 
questioned, misrepresented, and misun- 
derstood, and that the company would 
return humiliated by its failure to ac- 
complish its most laudable purpose. 


For Reunited Country. 


Continuing, Colonel Burke showed 
how the company, acting upon the ad- 
vice of other friends, and encouraged 
by the sincerity and patriotism of its 
own motives, determined to enter the 
territory of its former adversaries, 
taking with it the flag of the union, 
under which it hoped for a_ brighter 
and greater and more prosperous coun- 
try, reunited. 

The speaker then told of the day of 
the company’s departure, drawing a 
vivid picture of the crowds which 
thronged the depot, of the cheers which 
rent the air as the train bearing them 
pulled out, and of the many God- 
speeds wich followed them on their 
journey. He said that he could not 
take the time to recount the reception 
tendered the company in every city it 
visited. To attempt a recital of the 
attentions which were showered upon 
the company during the trip, he said, 
would fill a volume. There were ban- 
quets, parades, private ard public re- 
ceptions, and many other forms of en- 
tertainment participated in by the mil- 
itary, by civic organizations, Grand 
Army posts and the people generally.
